Water agency 


favors 


deferment

The 
County 
Water 
Agency 
directors went on record Tuesday as 


favoring a two-year deferment in 


implementing the final phase of the 
State Water Project. 
The directors, who also serve as 
the county supervisors, voted 3-1 to 
request the delay be allowed by the 
State 
Department 
of 
Water 
Resources. 
Supervisor Charles F. Catterlin, 
who offered the motion for the 
delay, said he felt the decision 
should be put off pending more solid 
information as to agricultural water 
needs. 
The motion also expressed the 
thought the county should not hold a 
state water bond issue election or 
make a decision ‘until all the facts 
are in” regarding such a study The 
Board of Supervisors will be asked 
to extend the current South Coast 
study to make it county-wide, in 
view of expansion of the grape 
industry 
into 
northern 
Santa 
Barbara County. 
Actually, it will be the County 
Flood 
Control 
and 
W ater 
Conservation District which will 
make the request of the state, as 
this district is the signatory body for 
state water. The county supervisors 
are directors of this district as well. 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost voted 
against the motion for the delay. He 
declared he felt ‘‘it doesn’t make 
sense” to vote for a delay in 
supplemental water while approving 
more developments. 
He predicted such a policy would 
‘‘build up a crisis situation which 
would force people to vote for state 
water.” 
‘‘I ’d vote for the motion if you 
would also call for a halt to building 
permits for homes for the same 
period of time,” he declared. 
“ I couldn’t agree with that,” 
remarked Water Agency chairman 
Curtis Tunnell. He quipped that he 
‘‘would go broke.” He is in the 
roofing business in Santa Maria. 
Tunnell said he felt a deferment 
was needed. He explained that 
county voters, if asked to approve a 
state water bond issue at this time, 
would probably vote it down. Later, 
he felt, their views might change. 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie 
also supported the recommendation 
for a two-year delay.

Trustee John Beattie was absent. 
Mrs. Steiger proposed making the 
study at a meeting on Sept. 11.

concept; the proposed relocation of 
Maple Continuation High School; a 


hot lunch program; a review of 
vocational programs 
and 
the

Officials expect the study will last 
at least until March 1 of next year. 
Williams will devote full time to the 
task 
with the assistance of a 
committee composed of about seven 
members. During his absence from 
his regular 
post at Vandenberg, 
assistant principal Robert Leek will 
fill in as acting principal. 
The board gave Williams the title 
of Research Director. Wegner told 
the Record today that Williams had 


done similar research work for the 
district previously and currently 
teaches a college course in research 
methodology. 


Five of the committee members 
are expected to be selected by 
Williams, and two by the school 
board itself. The committee will 
report directly to the board of 
trustees rather than to Wegner. 
There are some uncertainties, but

some from teacher ranks, and some

Parks and recreation cycle: from 
boom to slow down and back again 


(Editor’s note; This is the first of 
a four-part series).

The parks and recreation game 
runs in cycles, from the rare boom 
of frenetic land purchase and park 
development under a state grant, 
through the long dry seasons when 
municipal budgets chafe under the

steady maintenance load of their 
sparkling, grant-bought commons 
and 
a 
replacement 
playground 
swing might be too much to ask. 
This is one scrap of wisdom 
garnered by Larry Flinkingshelt, a 
communications 
engineer 
at 
Federal 
Electric 
Corp., 
after 
completing four years as chairman 
of 
the 
Lompoc 
Parks 
and 
Recreation Commission. 
Another parks boom looms on the 
horizon: 
the Z’berg-Collier Park 
Bond Act of 1974 which, if passed as 
Proposition One in the June, 1974 
primary 
election, 
would 
funnel 
around $108,000 Lompoc’s way for 
park 
land 
procurement 
and 
development. 
It’s quite a chunk of money. But 
Flinkingshelt, 
a 
lanky 
11-year 
resident with sandy hair and an easy 
smile, discerns two catches. First, 
county priorities may focus county 
parks grant money almost entirely 
away from this area and, second, 
Lompoc’s 
new 
parks 
may 
not 


survive the following grantless dry 
seasons without a beefed up city 
maintenance force. 


‘‘Getting land (for parks) is the 
least of your worries. Once the land 
is donated, trying to keep it up as a 
park is something else,” the ex- 
chairman observes. For example, 
the cost of installing automatic 
sprinkling systems is about $1,000 an 
acre, yet the savings even this 
exorbitant method represents over 
hand-watering is “ just fantastic.” 
‘‘If you put the whole thing into 
perspective, you can see why the 
cycle goes as it does,” Flinkingshelt 
says. During the lean years, the non­ 
bond issue years when we can’t get 
federal or state grants, it’s hard to 
keep up with the system.” 
The avalanche of grant money 
could, 
Flinkingshelt 
predicts, 
result in a doubling of city parks 
acreage, including a possible 10 to 15 
acre park (conservative estimate) 
in Crestview Terrace, the city’s 
first park priority area, another 10 
to 15 acre park in the second priority 
area, near the libary and water 
treatment plant, and 
10 to 
15 
possible acres above the flood plain 
development 
for 
the 
R iver 
Wilderness Park

Nixon feels it's 


Agnew's decision

that Nixon feels the decision is 
entirely up to the vice president. 
White House confirmation of the 
resignation 
rumors 
came 
only 
minutes after Speaker Carl Albert 
abruptly rejected Agnew’s proposal 
that the House rather than the 
courts conduct an investigation into 
charges 
he 
was 
involved 
in 
Maryland political corruption 
A federal grand jury in Baltimore 
is scheduled to begin looking into the 
Agnew case Thursday. 
Nixon’s deputy press secretary, 
Gerald L. Warren, told newsmen 
that Nixon neither encouraged nor 
discouraged Agnew when the topic 
of resignation came up between 
them 
at 
a 
meeting 
Tuesday 
morning, which Nixon requested. 
‘ The matter involving the vice 
president 
is 
one 
that 
he 
is 
conducting on his own,” Warren 
said * The President has taken the 
position from the outset that the 
vice president should decide what 
course 
he 
should 
take 
in 
the 
matter ” 
Warren 
made 
it 
clear 
that 
Agnew's effort to try to get the 
House to undertake a special inquiry 
into 
kickback 
and 
bribery 
allegations was made solely by the 
vice president. 
Albert’s announcement that the 
request was being rejected, for the 
time being at least, was described 
by House Republican Leader Gerald 
R. 
Ford 
of 
Michigan 
as 
“ a 
Democratic decision.” 


Although Nixon discussed various 
options with Agnew in four meetings 
they have had since the allegations 
were announced, he exerted no pres­ 
sure for any particular course, 
Warren said 
Warren said for the first time that 
the two had discussed the possibility 
of Agnew resigning When they met 
Tuesday morning, several hours 
prior to Agnew’s request to the 
House for an investigation, Agnew 
made clear he would challenge an 
investigation scheduled to begin 
Thursday by a federal grand jury in 
Baltimore

two-sentence statement at midday, 
saying 
“ The 
vice 
president’s 
letter

Senate votes troop pullout

Senate voted 49 to 46 today in favor 
of withdrawal of 200,000 of the 
500,000 American troops stationed 
abroad 
* * 
The action could be reversed later 
in the day in a final Senate vote on 
the troop issue 
The 
proposal, 
sponsored 
by 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield, 
would require that 50,000 U. S. 
troops be brought home by July 1, 
1974, another 50,000 be withdrawn by 
July 1, 1975, and the final 100,000 
troops be returned by July 1,1976 
Mansfield submitted the proposal 
for the 40 per cent cutback as an 


amendment 
to 
the 
defense 
authorization bill. 


The language is likely to be 
dropped however before Congress 
completes action on the defense bill. 
A majority of House members has 
opposed any big cutback in U. S. 
troops in Europe. 
However, 
the 
Senate 
action 
confronted President Nixon and the 
European community with a major 
challenge to straighten out financing 
of 300,000 U. S. troops remaining in 
Europe a quarter century after 
World War II 
The vote came after a debate that 
lasted only two hours.

hearings, said he recommended the 
focus on Sen. Edmund S. Muskie of 
Maine at the time because Muskie 


then was front runner for the Demo­ 
cratic 
nomination 
to 
oppose 
President Nixon in 1972. 
He made no mention in his 
opening statement of his role as 
head of a task force on “ opposition 
research” aimed at Muskie, which 
he had related in private interviews 
with the committee staff. 


He accused the staff of leaking 
material to reporters to make it look 
like he ran “ a campaign of political 
espionage or dirty tricks” against 
Muskie.

Douglas Oil Co. has applied to the state’s Alcoholic 
Beverage Control agency for permission to sell packaged 
beer and wine from the company's Fast Gas station at 1216 
E Ocean Ave 
Station manager Steve Petty said an ABC notification of 
intention to sell alcoholic beverages was posted on the 
property on Sept. 13. A spokesman for the ABC in Santa 
Barbara, Martin Hussey said the sign notification must be 
posted for 30 days before the ABC can approve Douglas’ 
application for an off-sale license. 


Hussey said the ABC will listen to any protests against 
the application, but that official government protests would 
probably result in a public hearing on the question He said 
some protests by the city were already on the way to the 
Sacramento office of the ABC

Additionally, Section 7049 of the zoning regulations of the 
City of Lompoc specifically provides that service stations 
are limited to retail sales of petroleum products and auto 
accessories. 
In his letter of opposition to the ABC, Chief Smith said the 
sale of alcoholic beverages at the station would pose a 
problem because of the large number of young motorists 
who frequent the station 
Smith also called attention to the existence of a Stop and 
Go market that sells beer and wine in the same block, and 
the construction of a liquor store and delicatessen 
immediately adjacent to the Fast Gas station. 
The sale of alcoholic beverages from service stations 
may be a trend A survey of central coast communities 
shows one application for such use pending in the City of 
Ventura, and at least two more in various stages of 
consideration in the county. Hussey said there are about a 
half dozen applications for similar use pending in Santa

W ASHINGTON (U P I> — Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew caught many in Congress 
by surprise with his request for a grand 
inquisition into allegations of bribery, tax 
fraud, extortion and conspiracy against

All day long, rumors swirled through the 
Capitol that Agnew was about to resign 
Then, late in the afternoon after first 
notifying President Nixon, Agnew asked 
Speaker Carl Albert in person and by letter 
for an investigation by the House, 
Taken by suprise, few members of 
Congress 
commented 
but 
the 
initial 
reaction among some, including House 
Democratic Leader Thomas P. O’Neill, 
Jr., was wary 
O’Neill, who said he was speaking for 
himself, declared: “I don’t see that we 
have an obligation to make an inquiry on 
his behalf .” 
Hep. Don Edwards, D-Calif., a senior 
member 
of 
the 
House 
Judiciary 


Committee, said he would oppose the 
inquiry 
"The matter is already in the hands of 
the criminal court system and it’s a good 
system,” Edwards said 
"It guarantees 
due process to M r Agnew as well as to any 
other American citizen ” 
Rep Jerome Waldie, D-Calif., called a 
special 
investigation 
"a 
half way 
measure” and said Agnew hopes the House 
“will treat him more gently than the 
courts ” 


Waldie said the House should start 
impeachment proceedings, if anything, but 
said he would wait to see what the 
leadership decides. 


Albert said no decision was reached at a 
meeting of House leaders

Air Force Space Shuttle spending will soar from $4 
million in fiscal 1973 to from $13 to $14 million in fiscal 1975 
if military planners have their way, and some of the money 
will go for a military space station, other studies and 
planning for a proposed $500 million space port at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
Military shuttle spending is of interest to valley residents 
because the Air Force is slated to launch a little less than 40 
per cent of a 514 total Shuttle mission program through 1990 
from Vandenberg’s gusty mesas beginning early in the 
coming decade. 
These budget figures were contained in recently - 
released testimony of Air Force aerospace planners before 
the Senate Armed Services Research and Development 
Subcommittee in March, and were reported recently by 
Aerospace Daily. 
The $13 to $14 million funding which Air Force Maj Gen. 
W J Evans told senators would he required for Air Force 
Shuttle planning in fiscal 1975 would represent a doubling of 
the amount of funding ($7.92 million) spent on the project 
by the service in the three years previous to fiscal 1974. 
which began this summer. 
Evans said that military plans also include a look at the 
shuttle’s capacity to sustain a small, long endurance 
military space station. 
The General added that service Shuttle outlays beyond 
next fiscal year are unpredictable because it is not yet

known whether the Air Force or NASA will shoulder the 
financial burden of developing the space tug 
The space tug will be designed to convey satellites to an 
altitude higher than the Shuttle will he able to go, to 
achieve a synchronous orbit, hovering over the same part 
of the world The tug has obvious military applications. 
Other than these programs, Evans told the senators that 
the Air Force mission model contains communications, 
weather and surveillance missions, the type currently 
flown largely from Vandenberg with expendable rocket 
launch vehicles.

Kenneth Kane is a gravedigger for the 
Lompoc Evergreen Cemetery He’s been 
doing it for 27 years so he knows his job 


But some jobs never change. 
The only gravedigger in 1946, Kane 
excavated with a shovel and pick. Today 
three 
gravediggers 
use 
the 
same 
implements. 
Yes, there is such a thing as an 
automatic gravedigger. The Santa Maria 
and Ballard cemeteries each own one. 
However, such a luxury has been too costly 
for the Lompoc Cemetery District. 
Twenty-seven years ago Kane labored 
for eight hours to dig one grave Those days 
he buried 50 people a year. 
Now two men do the work in four hours. 
In especially hard ground, the digging 
takes eight hours by three men who 
sometimes employ a jackhammer. 
" I ’d just as soon dig in the middle of H 
and Ocean,” Kane said in mock disgust. 
Then there is the pure joy of digging a 
grave in the rain. What do they do about it? 
"Put on rain gear and dig,” Kane said 
shortly And watch out for cave-ins. 
Digging a grave today is no longer as 
unrefined as digging a six-foot hole. Now it 
takes carpenter-like accuracy. For a 
sectional linear, the grave must be exactly 
34 inches wide by 7.8 feet long. For an 
underground 
vault 
grave, 
the 
measurements are 37 inches and 7.10 feet 
long. All graves are five feet deep. 
Such exactness is necessary to fit the 
graves with pre-cast concrete walls. They 
prevent graves from collapsing. 
Up at the Lompoc Cemetery they are 
filling 
in 
redwood 
box 
graves 
that 


deteriorate and collapse with time, leaving 
ground depressions. 
But Kane, 53, doesn't have it so tough 
anymore 
He mostly waters and mows 
grass. He digs graves in emergencies, as 
does the superintendent, Gilbert Gonzales. 
In August 1972, for example, there was a 
rash of deaths and Kane and the regular 
diggers dug 28 graves in a row. 
These days 115 to 120 people a year are 
interred at the Lompoc Cemetery. Of 
course, ‘‘it’s something you can’t predict,” 
said Kane. 
Lompoc’s only cemetery has 20 acres of 
land under grass. Much of it contains 
buried 
caskets. 
Fifteen 
acres 
are 
undeveloped 
Unlike many other cemeteries in the 
world, the Lompoc Cemetery, established 
in the 1870’s, still has plenty of room. In 
Japan, graveyards are so crowded that, 
except for members of the imperial family 
and certain other dignitaries, cremation is 
the rule. And in Rio de Janeiro, where 
some four million Brazilians are jammed 
into apartments sandwiched between the 
sea and mountains, plans are under way to 
build the world’s first high rise cemetery. 
Elsewhere 
grave 
plots 
may 
be 
astronomical price wise. In Lompoc, the 
cost is $75. Their opening and closing is $50. 
Assistant superintendent Kane thinks 
grave digging is hard work, nothing 
interesting 
about 
it. 
If one 
of the 
gravediggers knows knows the person to be 
buried, Kane puts him mowing lawn or 
something, instead of opening that grave. 
“ You’d be surprised,” he volunteered 
“ there’s a waiting list of men wanting to 
work for a cemetery. It’s a good steady 
job. The supply is always going to be 
there.”

Reagan 
administration 
consumer 
officials 
invited

Tuesday, Brown accepted 
with delight and prepared a 
menu of verbal assaults 
against 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan’s tax initiative. 


But 
when 
an 
administration 
official 
refused to permit press 
coverage of his speech, 
Brown 
balked 
and 
threatened to walk out if 
newsmen could not stay. 


“ I’ve never been asked to 
speak at a secret meeting of 
public 
officials 
before,” 
said Brown, a contender for 
the 
1974 
Democratic 
gubernatorial 
nomination 
“ We are going to talk about 
state business and it would 
be improper conduct to 
meet behind closed doors.” 
But John Wolfe, president 
of the Consumer Affairs 
Department’s 
Executive 
Officers Association, didn’t 
see it that way. “ This is not 
a 
public 
meeting,” 
he 
replied “ We are not making 
any decisions affecting the 
public.” 
After a lengthy, low-key 
exchange between Brown 
and Wolfe, the association 
decided 
to vote on the 
controversy. With newsmen 
locked outside the back 
room 
of 
a 
restaurant 
frequented by lawmakers 
and 
lobbyists, 
the 
association 
voted 
overwhelmingly to open the 
doors. 
Brown then joined the 
officials

lunch

thanked them, saying: “ I 
can’t see how you can keep a 
government honest unless 
you make it open to the 
public.”

Welfare publicity plan launched 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -The Reagan administration is 
launching a publicity offensive to assure crippled, aged and 
blind welfare recipients that their grants won’t be cut back 
Jan 1, it was learned today. 
One official said the campaign would seek to offset 
claims of Democratic lawmakers who warned that the 
legislature’s failure to enact a supplemental aid system 
could lead to “ mass starvation and suicide” among 
recipients. 


So far, reported spokesmen for the Social Welfare 
Department and the Health and Welfare Agency, there has 
been virtually no mail from recipients expressing fear that 
their grants will be reduced 


“ We’ve got a gut feeling that there is confusion out 
there,” said Tony Browne, an assistant to Health and 
Welfare Secretary Earl Brian “ We want to do everything 


we can do to assure people that the grants are not going to 
be cut.” 
Among other things, state officials have been urged to 
express such an assurance when they make public spee­ 
ches, local welfare departments are being given the same 
assurance and even a direct mailing to recipients is being 
considered. 
At the heart of the issue is Gov. Ronald Reagan's 
intention to implement by administrative regulations his 
own plan to provide state supplemental aid to 500,000 
California recipients of aid to the aged, blind and disabled. 
The Senate on the last day of the 1973 session killed for 
lack of two votes a bipartisan plan sponsored by Democrats 
to increase the grants of adult recipients effective Jan. 1, 
the day the federal government takes over administration 
of programs for the blind, elderly and disabled.

4 Carrying out R 4 D in 
the energy field 
5. Preparing a plan of 
action to be used in the 
event of an energy shortage 
6. 
Reviewing 
energy 
pricing and rate structures. 
7. Prescribing building 
and appliance standards so 
as to conserve energy. 
These activities are to be 
financed by a 0.2 mill- kw- 
hr. charge on electricity. 
Most residential users pay 
about 16 mills - kw-hr. now 
so this represents a very 
modest 1.25 per cent price 
increase. 
Energy conservation can 
go a long way in solving our 
so-called “ energy crisis.”

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Abuse of amphetamine 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
— 
Amphetamines 
were 
developed for relief of acute 
asthmatic attack and were 
never meant to be abused as 
they are today, according to 
Dr. Chauncey D 
Leake, 
former 
head 
of 
the 
University of California’s 
pharmacology laboratory 
Leake said the discovery 
of 
amphetamines 
by 
chemist Cordon Alles in 
1932 was of great value to 
medicine 
although 
the 
“ speed freaks" of the 1960s 
brought massive abuse and 
black marketing of the drug. 
Alles, who died in 1963, 
“ never intended the drug to 
be injected." said Leake. 
“ He was fully aware of its 
powerful stimulating effect 
on 
the 
central 
nervous 
system to the point of 
hallucination and psychosis 
if the dosage was too large. 
He never dreamed the drug 
would be abused " 
Early experiments with 
amphetamines 
was done 
with laboratory animals and 
“ on ourselves, said Leake, 
who is now a senior lecturer 
in history of the health 
sciences and pharmacology 
He 
said 
the 
amphetamines 
brought 
asthma 
relief and were 
found 
“ to 
prolong 
wakefulness, 
to 
increase 


alertness and generally to 
stimulate 
the 
central 
nervous system." 


During World War II, 
Leake 
said, 
he 
recommended the use of the 
drug by aviators, but no 
official 
sanction 
was 
granted However, he said, 
amphetamines were widely 
used by Japanese, German 
Panzer troops and by the 
English 
Americans 
bootlegged the pills from 
British 
troops, 
he 
said, 
adding that at war's end, 
large amounts of the drug 
were dumped on the open 
market 


First indications that the 
drug was subject to abuse 
came during tests done on 
young Japanese men who 
took 
pills 
and 
“ moonlighted” 
to 
earn 
money, said Leake. Many of 
them 
suffered 
from 
psychoses. 


In the 1960s, the hippie 
element took the drug in 
extremes, often injecting 
massive doses into their 
veins, he said. Such abuse 
was deplorable, said Leake, 
but 
he 
believes 
recent 
curtailment by the Federal 
Drug Administration of the 
legally prescribed use of 


amphetamines 
was 
unjustified 
“ They are valuable drugs 
when 
properly 
administrated," said Leake. 
“ In addition to helping the 
asthma 
sufferer, 
they 
relieve 
fatigue, 
combat 
sleepiness and depression, 
and aid in the treatment of 
obesity "

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Wine industry to retool for U.S. metric system 


SAN FRANCISCO (CPI) 
— 
The 
American 
wine 
industry is planning to go 
metric, which means that 
the traditional “ fifth” will 
become three-quarters of a 
liter—and 
the 
familiar 
gallon 
will 
disappear 
entirely 
U.S. 
wine 
officials 
recently attended a meeting 
with their counterparts in 
the 
European 
Common 
Market trying to work out 
an agreement on uniform 
sizes 
for 
international 
trade. 
Attorney 
Jefferson 
Peyser, 
representing 
American 
wine 
makers, 
said 
there 
was 
almost 
unanimous agreement to cut 
the “ great proliferation” of 
wine bottle sizes now used 
down to seven standard 
sizes

We have been trying to 
accomplish this for years in 
the 
Am erican 
wine 
industry,” Peyser said in an 
interview with UPI. “ We 
are now convinced it is one 
of the most important things 
to get done.” 


Americans 
who 
order 
imported 
wine 
in 
a 
restaurant usually do not 
know that they are getting a 
24-ounce bottle instead of 
the 25 6 bottle they would 
get if they ordered an 
American “ fifth ” In buying 
a case of foreign wine, this 
is equivalent to one less 
bottle per case. 


The European 24-ounce 
bottles are usually mistaken 
for “ fifths” in American 
wine shops because the 
bottle itself is made to look 
the same size. The imports 
are sometimes advertised 
as “ fifths.” This has, of 
course, 
annoyed 
U.S. 
winemakers. Efforts to ban 
imports of the 24-ounce 
bottles were unsuccessful. 


If the tentative agreement 


now worked out with the 
major 
European 
wine 


producing countries is put 
into effect, the 24-ounce 
bottle and many other odd 
sizes would be eliminated 
from international trade 
There would be only seven 
accepted sizes, all based on 
the liter 


“ We 
compromised 
by 
giving them the liter,” said 
Peyser. “ We didn’t want it, 
but we accepted it for the 
sake of compromise ” 


A liter is equivalent to 
33 825 
ounces, 
compared 
with the 32-ounce quart 
Relatively little American 
wine is bottled in quarts, 
and it is not expected that 
much will be sold ir liter- 
size 
bottles

metric system 


The “ standard bottle for 
U.S. wine is now the fifth of 
a gallon, 25.6 ounces. The 
comparable metric bottle 
will be the three-fourths 
liter, or 25 36 ounces

still opposes elimination of

Conversion to metric wine 


has “ many merchandizing 
advantages.” he said. Wine 
dealers and consumers will 
have no trouble calculating 
prices and quantities It will 
also make it easier for tax 
collectors and for shippers, 
because all wine would be 
packed in cases containing a 
total of nine liters

U.S. vintners, according

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Day may be here for miners who have waited 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
— In places like Grass 
Valley, Calif., Livingston, 
Mont , and Virginia City, 
Nev., a few old timers have 
been 
sitting 
around 
for 
nearly 40 years waiting for 
the day the mines would 
open again. 


That day may be here 
Gold 
and 
silver 
prospectors are in the hills, 
sprucing up their claims. 
There is a run on gold 
panning 
equipment. 
Literature and maps on the 
Mother Lode country are in 
demand 


Besides the adventurers 
seeking riches or glamour in 
the quest for gold and silver, 
many serious businessmen 
are 
buying 
claims 
and 
enlisting 
engineers 
with 
modem tools to exploit the 


rich ores of the West —ores 
which were merely pilfered 
by the earlier waves of 
miners. 
Anaconda, Kennecott and 
other mining giants are 
undertaking 
vast 
new 
operations 
in 
Nevada, 
Arizona and Montana to get 
copper, a metal which is in 
worldwide shortage. 
Uranium, coal, lead, zinc, 
silver and gold are the 
targets of others, in these 
states and in Utah, Idaho. 
California and Alaska 
Under American law and 
tradition, mineral rights are 
a property distinct from 
land ownership. The rights 
minerals on public lands 
could be claimed by anyone 
Many dormant claims are 
being revived 
Residents of a housing 


subdivision in Tucson. Ariz , 
were shocked recently when 
an 
exploration 
rig 
was 
moved 
into 
the 
neighborhood 
and 
began 
digging 
The homeowners 
learned that somebody else 
owned the mineral rights 
under their houses and was 
checking 
the 
ore 
to 
determine whether it should 
be mined 
Mining 
exploration 
projects in wilderness areas 
are 
running 
into 
bitter 
clashes 
with 
environ­ 
mentalists. 
The Knox-Anzona L’orp 
touched off a furor when it 
began drilling on 4,300 acres 
in the Organ Pipe National 
Monument 
in 
Southern 
Arizona. The park had been 
opened to mining claims by 
Congress in 1941 when a 


wartime copper shortage 
was feared 
The new mining boom is 
not built on any hope that 
the mountains contain rich 
undiscovered lodes 
Early 
prospectors 
pretty 
well 
combed every nook and 
cranny 
But 
when 
the 
earlier miners dug gold and 
silver, they didn't get it all 
What the earlier miners 
couldn’t get, the new miners 
can reach by using modem 
technology.

Doctor says work to keep health 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPIi 
— If you’re not working to 
maintain 
good 
health, 
you’re 
going 
slowly 
downhill, warns a research 
doctor. 
Dr. George Z. Williams, 
director of the Institute of 
Health Research, has found 
that most diseases don’t 
occur overnight. There is a 
period 
of 
“ silent 
deterioration” 
between 
good health and disease 
during which the body is, if 
not 
abused, 
at 
least 
neglected. 
Dr. 
Williams 
found evidence that with a 
‘‘not abusive diet’’ and a 
program 
of 
regular 
exercise, this deterioration 
may be reversed. 
He and his colleagues 
have enlisted hundreds of 
Bay Area residents to try 
jogging or some other form 
of aerobic exercise as part 
of a program to maintain 
and test health. 
The program is called 
Health Watch and, as befits 
its name, is concerned with 
the study of the fit. 
‘‘Preventive 
medicine 
means maintaining health,” 
says Dr. Williams, a trim 
66-year-old jogger. ‘ But we 
are not taught about health, 
we are taught about disease. 
We know lots about illness 
—its symptoms, diagnosis 
and treatment, but we know 
very little about the normal, 
healthy individual.” 
Dr. Williams and his staff 
are changing all that. 
Five days a week, usually 
in the early morning hours, 
Health Watchers arise for a 
brisk mile or two around a 
track, through parks or over 
hills and dales in following 
the 
aerobics 
program 
initiated by Dr. Kenneth 
Cooper of the Air Force and 
touted by Dr. Williams. 
Then, 
throughout 
the 
program, the participants 
are given blood tests. 
The term ‘‘aerobics” was 
borrowed from the Greek by 
Dr. Cooper to describe the 
kind of physical exercise 


that demands processing 
great quantities of oxygen 
and, in turn, strengthens the 
vital capacities of the heart 
and lungs. Jogging is just 
one form of aerobics. 
‘ The goal in life,” says 
Dr. Williams, ‘‘is to enjoy 
life until your clock runs 
out.” 
The noted pathologist led 
a team of scientists in the 
documentation 
of 
biochemical 
individuality, 
which 
means that 
each 
person has a body chemistry 
as unique to him as his 
fingerprint or personality. 
A century ago a British 
physician 
suggested 
that 
each 
person 
is 
biochemically unique. The 
first proofs of this were 
measurements 
of 
blood 
components 
and 
other 
factors of body chemistry 
made by Dr. Williams and 
associates at the National 
Institute of Health. 
Dr. Williams found that 
each healthy person in a 
large group studied did have 
different 
measurements 
than those of any other 
healthy person. 
And he discovered that 
these 
uniquely 
different 
‘‘profiles” remained stable 
throughout years of follow- 
up tests so long as the 
person remained in good 
health. 
When 
a 
measurement 
changed 
from 
the 
characteristic 
level 
established in the health 
profile, this was usually a 
sign that something was 
interrupting good 
health. 
Thus 
the 
unique 
“ body 
print” measured in good 
health could be used as a 
guideline 
in 
detecting 
unhealthy trends (during a 
period 
of 
“ silent 
deterioration). 
Currently, participants in 
the Health Watch program 
are tested for 30 different 
chemicals, 
cells 
and 
functions and results arc 
computerized for the mosl 
accurate calculations.

apprise the Health Watcher 
of the unhealthy trend; the 
Watcher consults his own 
physician 
and usually a 
program can be instituted

word 
‘ unhealthy” or ‘‘disease” 
even come into the picture 
—to arrest the trend 


Dr. Williams emphasizes 
he does not offer remedies 
to reverse the trend, but 
merely 
reports the test 
results. 
He says that his investiga-

the 
commonly accepted wide 
‘‘normal” ranges are not 
sufficiently 
precise

variations go unnoticed. 
Currently, the doctor and 
his staff are studying the

Skylab 2 


Four years ago when Neil Armstrong 
and Edwin Aldrin planted man's first 
footprints on the moon, an international 
press contingent of 
more than 2,000 
crowded the Manned Space Center just 
outside Houston. 
But, for Skylab 2, only four wire service 
reporters and a reporter from a Houston 
newspaper chronicled the daily story of 
the successful flight. 
Skylab 2 concluded its earth orbiting 
mission of 59 days, 11 hours and nine 
minutes yesterday with a splashdown near 
San Diego. While going to the moon 
provided excitement and drew the horde of 
news media representatives and a bundle 
of information for lunar scientists, its 
direct beneficial effect on mankind was 
minimal. It took Skylab, utilizing the vast 
amount of space technology developed 
during the Apollo program, to really begin 
putting the space program to work to help 
Omaha dairymen and Mississippi dirt 
farmers.

The space station crews have taken 
thousands of pictures with their special 
cameras of almost every possible type of 
natural 
resource 
on earth. 
Scientists 
scrutinizing the pictures can tell a great 
deal 
more 
about 
pollution, 
mineral 
deposits, water sources, cropland and 
forests, to mention just a few, than they 
can from the ground. Skylab astronauts 
have also photographed the sun in more 
detail and in more ways than had ever 
been possible using unmanned satellites or 
te le s c o p e s 
on 
the 
ground. 
Our 
understanding of the sun is still in its 
infancy, but most solar scientists believe 
with a better understanding of it, we can 
harness its fantastic energy for everyday 
use, such as, hearing homes and powering 
cars.

President's rights 


Should President Nixon demand 
the rights of privacy afforded an 
ordinary citizen? 
UPI columnist Eugene V. Risher 
raised this question in a recent story 
and made some rather interesting 
comparisons and observations. 
For instance, the question came 
up recently about whether or not the 
President paid income taxes on his 
$200,000 a year salary in 1970 and 
1971. 
A 
Baltimore 
newspaper 
reporter had done a little figuring 
and came to the conclusion Nixon 
should not have. 
T he 
i n t e r e s t 
Nixon paid on loans 
for the purchase of 
his home 
in San 
Clemente and Key 
Biscayne, 
plus 
a 
$570,000 write-off he 
got 
for 
donating 
personal papers to 
th e 
N a t i o n a l 
A r c h i v e s 
we r e 
more than enough 
to put him among 
the 183 persons in 
the nation fortunate 
enough 
to 
make 
more than $200,000 a 
year and pay no 
taxes. 
The 
law 
that 
permitted 
the 
President to donate the papers he 
accumulated while vice president 
and receive a tax break, has since 
been 
repealed. 
There 
was 
no 
suggestion of illegality on the part of 
the 
Pr e s i d e n t 
but 
Ri sher 
commented, “ It was simply another 
example of the old adage: the rich 
get richer and the poor get poorer. ” 
Now, when the President was 


asked about whether or not he paid 
taxes his chief spokesman said, 


“The President made it quite clear 
to me that this is a matter that 
should not be discussed in public. 
The President’s tax returns are a 
personal 
matter. They are and 
should be treated as everyone’s 
income tax returns’’ — that is, kept 
secret. 
Risher points out the matter of 
Nixon’s religion also came up. It 
was noted that he had not attended 
church services in the last five 
months — since Easter Sunday — 
when he went to a Presbyterian 
Church and heard a sermon on the 
evils of hiding wrong-doing. 
This occured just about the time 
the Watergate scandal was blowing 
open. 
So the President’s religious faith 
was questioned and the spokesman 
gave a similar answer: “I’m not 
going to get into the matter of a 
man’s going to church. It is almost 
as personal — if not more so— than 
a man’s income taxes.” 
Now, the point that Risher made 
is that for ordinary citizens these 
statements may be true. But the 
President is no ordinary individual 
and Nixon himself is trying hard to 
make that point. 
He is contending in the courts that 
he is not subject to the same 
criminal laws as ordinary citizens. 
In fact, Risher points out, he is 
claiming that he is not subject to 
ordinary criminal laws at all until 
he is first impeached and removed 
from office. 
So, Risher ends, can the President 


— or 
should

“ . demand the rights of privacy 
afforded an ordinary' citizen?” 
It does seem a bit incongruous, 
doesn’t it?
